LITTLE ROCK, Ark.—The quick, 


stern justice of Arkansas law gave 
way before the tearful pleadings of a 
Michigan mother hero and allowed 
William Adams, 19-ycar-olcT youth, to 
be transferred from the state peniten- 
tiary to the Boys Industrial school at 
Pipe Bluff. 


Within 24 hours after young Adams 


and his companion, George Lamb, 24, 
attacked Noel Runyan, of DcQueen, 
and robbed him of his automobile, 
both were sentenced to 25 years in the 
penitentiary. Lamb and Ad'ams were 
hilch hiking their way to California 
when the attack was perpetrated. 


As soon as Mrs. Frank J. Acla.rns, 


of Roger City, Mich., learned of her 
sons predicament she hurried to Lit- 
tle Rock and appealed not only to 
Governor Harvey Parnell but to the 
victim of the attack to help her in 
hiiVing the sentence of the youth and 
his companion reduced. 


The Arkansas governor refused to 


commute the sentences but consented 
to the transfer to the industrial school 
when he was advised that Adams was 
under 21 years of age. No action wws 
taken on Lambs sentence and he must 
remain in the penitentiary until he is 
eligible for parole. 


Both of the youths pleaded1 guilty 


to the attack and robbery of Runyan 
and were sentenced in Seviur ccunty 
circuit court.

she now enjoys from her 15 per cent 
super-duties. The Chamber of Depu- 
ties "defeated the Laval. government, 
325 to 261,' on a proposal to levy an 
import''tax- on- tWosper 
cent on raw 


materials, four per cent' on partilly 
manufactured'goods, and "six per cent 
on manufactured products. 


This measure, which was not made 


a question-of .confidence, and so does 
not affect the life of the'government, 
was .turned down, apparently because 
cht deputies feared it would sent Up 
the cost of living. 


Following much- newspaper com- 


ment during the last few days about 
"tariff war" with Great Britain, the 
Commerce Ministry declared the Brit- 
ish government had ''made a mistake" 
in establishing high duties.
